COUNCIL WANTS

FOR INFANTRY COMMANDS 


Many from 
Philadelphia Sent away 


juat before Gettysburg Order waa 


Received there. 


Baltimore, Harrisburg, York, 
and 
Hanover papers and those in other 
nearby towns and cities, announced 
yesterday and to-day that recruits 
for the infantry branch of the United 
States Army would, in the future, be 
sent direct to Gettysburg, instead of 
to the barracks at Columbus, Ohio. 
All of the papers called attention 
to the fact that this would keep the 
men near their homes for some weeks 
to some and that it would make it pos­ 
sible for them 
to 
receive 
their 
friends and relatives during the pe­ 
riod 
they 
are 
in 
training. This, 
it was believed would be a great in­ 
centive to prompt enlistment, on the 
part of the men who were not entire­ 
ly decided about entering the army. 
The recruits are now being sent 
here in small numbers, possibly ten 
or fifteen to each party, and they are j 
assigned as soon as they reach th# 
camp, where they are put under train­ 
ing as quickly 
as possible. 
It 
is 
expected that infantry enlistments for 
the entire eastern 
section 
of the 
United States will be sent here until 
the six regiments are fully recruited. 
Promotions are expected among 
a 
number of the first sergeants now in 
camp and many of the men who have 
hren in tho service fot* some years, and j 
have earned the three stripes, will be 
advanced to the rank of second lieu- , 
tenant within the next week or ten J 
days. In all probability they will be 
retained in the command with which 
they are now identified. 
Many of these first sergeants are 
men of exceptional ability 
ami arc 
thoroughly acquainted 
with 
every­ 
thing pertaining to 
the work 
of a 
commissioned officer. Some of them 
attended an officers’ training school, 
at Brownsville, and now expect to 
be used to help fill up the great need 
for lieutenants in the Regular Army.

DOCTORS TO HELP 


(By Cable) 
With the American Destroyer Flo­ 
tilla in British Waters, June 20—A f­ 
ter a record breaking dash at night 
in 
response 
to 
wireless calls, 
two 
American destroyers rescued 82 sur­ 
vivors from two torpedoed merchant­ 
men and to day arrived with them 
at a British port. The sinking of the 
boats took 
place at a point in 
the 
ocean farther from land than any 
German 
submarine operations 
had 
ever touched. 
The total run on the destroyers’ er­ 
rand of mercy was several hundred 
miles. After traveling full speed for 
hours they came upon lifeboats carry­ 
ing 31 survivors from one ship and 
a short distance away found 51 from 
another.

Those who Stay will Care for Prac­ 
tice of Others. 


At a meeting Monday night of the 
committee of the Franklin County 
Medical Society in charge of the m at­ 
ter of caring for the patients 
of 
physicians, who have been called to 
war, final action was taken and it was 
decided to give a liberal portion of 
the fees to the family of the absent 
doctor. The society will care for the 
practice of all physicians in the or­ 
ganization of those who have answer­ 
ed the call. The following resolution 
will be printed on the letter paper of 
the medical society and sent to the 
patients of physicians who are now 
there or arc going to the front: 
“ As a member of the reserve corps 
of the United States army, 
I have 
been ordered into active service by 
the government, and on that account 
I am writing to you of this fact, so, 
that in case of illness, you may sum­ 
mon one of the three following named 
doctors, who have kindly consented to 
attend my patients during 
my ab­ 
sence, ami I can heartily recommend 
them.” 
The letter will tie signed by the at­ 
tending physician and is self-explana­ 
tory.

Gettysburg school board, at a meet­ 
ing held on Tuesday evening, decided 
that the tuition at the high school for 
the term of 1916-17 would be $4.30 a 
month. The year before it was $3.20. 
Gettysburg has, for a number of 
terms, been giving access to its high 
school to all the children of the coun­ 
ty who were prepared to enter and 
the enrollment has grown greatly as 
a result. This past term there were 
no less than sixty-eight non-resident 
pupils in the school. 
The increase in tuition was not 
optional with the board but was made 
j necessary to state regulation. This 
provides that the rate shall be based 
on thc expenses of running the school. 
Cost of supplies 
and 
many 
other 
things have entered to make the ope­ 
ration of thc schools more expensive 
than ever before. 
The districts from which the pupils 
come have to pay the tuition so that 
it does not fall directly upon the par­ 
ents, but upon thc taxpayers general­ 
l y . 
From some sections of the county 
reports are reaching the Gettysburg 
board that it is not going 
to allow 
f rural pupils to attend high school 
next year. This is entirely incorrect as 
Gettysburg will receive them the same 
as before. Thc incoming Freshman 
class from the Grammar School will 
not materially increase the enrollment 
as a large Senior class was graduated 
this month. It is believed there will 
be room for all who wish to come. 
The board has adopted the Palmer 
■Course in Penmanship and this will 
be an added inducement next year.

There are many farmers through­ 
out the State who still have from 
five to fifty tons of hay left in their 
barns. 
It is the suggestion 
of the 
Pennsylvania Department of Agricul­ 
ture that this hay should be pressed 
and kept for next year's use. If press­ 
ed it can be packed in a small space 
and will not take up much room in the 
barn. 
Instead of making more hay this 
year, meadows should be plowed and 
sowed in buckwheat, and this in turn 
could be followed with rye, thus get­ 
ting two staple grain crops. 
Buckwheat can lie sown as late as 
July IO, and in an ordinary season 
will ripen, lf the hay can be removed 
in time to have the ground plowed 
at least two weeks before sowing a 
minimum crop may still be grown, 
but as a rule it is not best to cut the 
grass before 
plowing. 
From 
three 
pecks 
to 
a 
bushel is the required 
amount of seed per acre. The Penn­ 
sylvania Department of Agriculture 
is helping the farmer get the seed 
and still can supply it if needed. 
The crop can be taken off the last 
of September or the first of October 
and the ground cut up with cither a 
disc or a cutaway harrow and sown in 
rye. 
All early potato ground should be 
followed by turnips. These may also 
be sown after the last working of the 
corn. The seed may be sown at any 
time from the 10th of July to the 10th 
of August.

The countries of western Europe 
b ite long considered their efficient 
road system as public utilities, neces­ 
sary not only to the ct vt tired life of 
their communities, tint essential from 
the standpoint of national defense.

The economic 
waste in our primary transportation— 
farm to railroad can la* estimated 
yearly in the hundred millions, all 
chargeable to Inefficient roads.

Totally deserting the time 
honored talking method of building 
roads, these gentlemen from town and 
country recently combined efforts In a 
notable demonstration of how roads 
should Is* Improved. The definite, tan. 
glide result Is three quarters of a mile 
of Improved highway which experts 
declare will give service for years. 
Oil© man who owned a gravel pit 
gave all the gravel necessary for the 
road building project. 
Farmers with 
their teams hauled tilts gravel and any 
other Ingredients required to get re­ 
sults. 
Business men of Tama, mem­ 
bers of the Commercial club, did the 
shoveling, and the Commercial club 
saw to It that there were lunches at 
band for the workers. 
Business men 
who were unable to take their places 
in the trenches employed substitutes 
who went od the muds. The work re­ 
quire! six days, and when It w as done 
It was pronounced good.

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O N IN G SB Y DAWSON, English 
novelist, resident in the United 
States, was busy trying to tai- 
I low up the success of his novel, “A 
; Garden Without Walls,’* when the war 
came. 
Ile realized that as he was a 
J Briton of military age It was his duty 
, to put literature behind him and fight 
for his country. 
Delaying only long 
| enough to finish some work w hich he 
had promised his publishers, he crossed 
from this colin IIT Into Canada and 
there qualified us un officer in the Ca­ 
nadian forces. 
Shipped thence across 
the ocean last summer, he found him­ 
self, after only a short stay in England, 
plunged without further ado Rito the 
hell on the Somme. 
For months thereafter he dealt and 
dodges I death from morning to night, 
with scarcely the time to get a really 
good wash or change of clothe*. 
Ile 
saw men killed a few feet from him; 
Haw corpses by the hundred lying bi 
hideously lifelike postures amid the 
black mud of shell holes, and, faithful 
to his profession as a writer, lie fought 
with the full strength of his Intellect 
to grn^P aud visualise and si t down on 
paper the terrific Impact of new and 
horrible impressions which the wit;: 
brought to him. 
Ile could not do it. 
Who can? 
But Ton hags by Dawson, 
novelist, has given us something bet­ 
ter than a novel hi his latest volume, 
“Carry On,” mode up of letters from 
the trenches to members of his family 
j ou this side of the Atlantic, collected 
by bls father. 
He makes you see the reactions to 
1 the war of a chulan In uniform, a man 
accustomed to the ease of life who Is 
abruptly plunged into carnage and 
! barbarism and stench. 
“This war will be* won by tired men 
; who will never again pass an insurance 
examination.” Is one of the phrases, 
one of many, that Hash the Homme 
horror to his renders. 
And through­ 
out the IK>ok th© novelist remains al­ 
ways a writer. In u candle lit dugout, 
with shells screaming overhead, he 
tries to plan the novel of tomorrow, 
Coningsby Dawson sailed for Europe 
last July. 
“I've become a little child 
again in God's bunds.’’ he wrote to his 
family after months of training in a 
Canadian camp, “with full confidence 
j in his love uud wisdom aud a growing 
j trust that whatever he decides for me 
will Im* the l»est and kindest.” A abort 
two months later lie was In northern 
Francs, burled without easy grada- j 
I lions Into the midst of the carnage of 
th© Homme. 
Iii one of his first letters 
from the trenches he wrote to his sis- ; 
ter: 
> 
“It’s extraordinary how commonplace 
w ar becomes to a man who is th ru st, 
among others wh# consider It common­ 
place. 
Not fifty p inls away from me 
a dead German lie# rotting and uncov- 
i ©red. 
I dare say ha wus buried once 
Hud then blown out by a shell.” 
Admiration for the coolness of the 
men engaged In the deadly work con­ 
stantly overcame the young novelist as 
he grew to know his comrades latter, r 
“ lf unconscious heroism is the virtue 
most to is* desired.” he wrote to his 
futher last September, “and heroism 
spiced with a strung sense of humor 
at that, then pretty well every man I 
have met out here has the amazing 
guts to wear his crown of thorns as 
though it were a cap and bells.” And 
In the Marne letter he gave tills descrip­ 
tion of tieing under fire: 
"I dare say you'll wonder how It 
Vela to he under shell fire. 
Thla la 
bow It feels: You don't realize four 
danger until you come to think about I 
It afterward. At the time it’s like play­ 
ing cocoanut ables at a negro's head, I 
only you’re the head. 
You take too 
much Interest in the sjiort of dodging 
to lot afraid ” 


Describe* a Battlefield. 
One of the best passages to the en­ 
tire collection of letters Is thla descrip­ 
tion of a battlefield as It is lu northern 
France today: 
“Well. I’ve seen my first modern hot- 
tlefield 
and 
am quite disillusioned 
about the splendor of war. The splen­ 
dor Is all Iii the souls of the men who 
| creep through the squalor like vermin 
— It’s Iii nothing external. • • • 
“A m odem battlefield is the abom i­ 
nation of abominations. 
Imagine a 
vast st letch of dead country, pitied 
with shell holes as though it had been 
mutilated with small|M»x. There’s not 
a leaf or a blade of grana Iii sight. E v­ 
ery house has either been leveled or Lh 
In ruins 
No bird slugs. 
Nothing stirs 
Tile only live sound Is ut night—the 
scurry of rats. 
“You enter a kind of ditch, called a 
trench 
It lends on to another and 
another In an unjoyful maze. 
From 
th© aides feet stick out, and arms and 
faces the dead of previous encounters. 
‘One of our chaps,’ you say casually, 
recognizing him by his boots or khaki. 
sr ‘Poor blighter a Hun!* 
One can 
afford to forget enmity In the pres 
©nee of the dead. 
“It Is horribly difficult som etim es to 
distinguish between the living and the 
slaughtered they both He so silently 
bi their little Lenin*’* Iii the earthen 
bank. 
You push on. especially lf you 
ar© doing observation wink, till you 
are past your own front lino aud out 


In No Man’s Laud. You have to crouch 
and move warily now. 
“Zing! A bullet from a German Bul­ 
lier. 
You laugh and whisper, 'A near 
one. that.* 
"My first trip to the trenches was 
up to No Man’s Land. 
I went In the 
early dawn and came to a Mme. Tua- 
Muud’s show of the dead, frozen Into 
Immobility In the most extraordinary 
attitudes. 
Some of them were part 
way out of the ground, one hand 
pressed to the wound, the other point­ 
ing, the head sunken aud the hair 
plastered over the forehead by repeat­ 
ed rains. 
I kept on wondering what 
my companion* would look like had 
they been three weeks dead. 
My ira 
agination became Ingeniously and viv­ 
idly morbid. 
When I had to step over 
them to pass it seemed as though they 
must clutch Bt my trench coat and ask 
mo to help. 
"Poor, lonely people, so brave and so 
anonymous hi their death! Somewhere 
there Is a woman who loved each one 
of them and would give her Mf© for 
my opportunity to touch the poor clay 
that had been kind to her. 
It's like 
walking through the day of resurrec 
thai to vi-sir No Man s Laud. 
“Then the Huns see you, and the 
shrapnel begins to full. 
You crouch 
like u ilog and run for It.” 
Soon after that a terrifying adven 
ture befell the novelist, of which he 
makes light In a letter to his mother: 
“Today I hail the funniest experience 
of my life- got caught In a Hun cur­ 
tain of fire and had to lie on my tum ­ 
my for two hours In a trench with the 
shells bursting five yards from me— 
and never a scratch. 
You know bow I 
used to wonder what I'd do uuder such 
circumstances. 
Well. I laughed. 
All 
I could think of was the sleek people 
Walking down Fifth avenue and the 
equally sleek crowds taking tea at the 
Waldorf. 
It struck me as ludicrous 
that I. who had been one of them, 
should la? lying there luii' hlcss.” 


Forget* to Be Afraid. 


*%>b, if I F**t kick how differently I 
-La 11 write!’’ he exclaims In another j 
letter, and he adda: 
“ When you’ve faced the worat In ao 1 
many forms you lose your fear and 
urrive at peace 
Thore’a a marvelous 
grandeur about all this carnage and j 
desolation—men* souls rise above the 
d istress-they have to in order to sur­ 
vive. 
When yon ne# how cheap men * 
bodies ar© yon cannot help but know 
that the body Im tho least purl of per­ 
sonality. • * • 
“I plan novel* galore and wonder 
whether I snail ever write them the 
way I Bee them now. My imagination 
la u» ail extent crashed by the stupen 
dolls ne** of reality. I think I nm chang 
cd Iii some stern spiritual way- strip­ 
ped of flabbiness. 
I ani jterhaps burd- j. 
or—I can't say. 
That I should la* a 
novelist seems mires amiable— It** so 
long since I bud my own way in the 
world and met any one ou artistic 
teriiiM.” 
Tier.' la a fine passage In a letter to 
bbl slater: 
“'rile great uplifting thought Is that ' 
we have proved ourselves men. 
In 
our death we set a standard wit tell in 
ordinary Ufo we could never ha-, o fol­ 
lowed. 
Inevitably 
we should 
have 
sun!: below < t highest silt. 
Here we 
know that the world will remember us 
anil thai our loved ones. In spite of 
tears, will lo proud of us. 
What God 
will Lay to uh we cannot guess, but he 
can't la* too Lard on men w ho did their 
duty." 
He relates some terrible anecdotes of 
the front, among which th© worat la 
this: 
“I met a solitary private wandering 
across a shell torn field. 
I watched I 
him and thought something was wrong 
by the aimlessness of his progress, i 
When I spoke to 1dm ho looked at me' 
mistily and .aid: ‘Dead men. 
Moon 
lit roid.’ 
He kept on repeating th© 
phrase, and it was alf that one could 
get out of him. 
Probably the* dead 
men and the moonlit roud were the 
last sights he had before he went In 
BUU© 
“I don't know whether I have been 
uh!© to make tiny of my emotions clear 
to you In my letters.’* Kays Coningsby 
Dawson, writing after mouths of con ! 
stunt fighting. 
“Terror has a terrible 
fascination. Up to now I have always 
been afraid afraid of small fears. At 
lust I meet fear Itself, and It stings 
my pride into an unpremeditated cour , 
age.” And in u letter to his father be 
strikes forth this graphic bit; 
“I've owed you ti letter for some 
time, but Tv© b**en getting very little 
leisure 
You can’t scud steel messages 
to th© knifer a n i love notes to your 
family In tho sam© breath.” 


One Man’s Behavior. 
Tile spirit of the whole hook—the 
spirit which made the novelist's father 
choose “Tarry On” as a title for the 
volume of bls son's letters—Is nowhere 
better shown than In these passages: 
“There’* u man I know of who had a 
record sheet of crimea. When ho wa* 
out of action he wa! always drunk aud 
up for office. To get rid of him they 
put him Into the trench mortars, and 
within a month btl had woo his D. C. M. 
“He came out and went on the sprat 


to be returned to the trenches. 
This 
time his head was blown off while he 
was engaged In a special feat of gal 
lantry.

There is no explanation save the 
great army phrase ‘carry on.’ We 'car­ 
ry on’ because if we don’t we shall let 
other men down and put their lives In 
danger. And there’s more than that— ! 
"V ail want to live up to the atamlan) 
that prompted us to come.” 
Last December Coningsby Dawson's 
father, mother uud sister crossed the 
ocean and were with him for a few pre­ 
cious days in London. They made til© 
round of the theaters and the restau­ 
rants, while he poured luto their ears 
the never ending tale of his adventures, 
the epic vt “out there.” Then came Hie 
parting and, for him, the return to tho 
valleys of death, 
flut he bore back 
with him a memory to be treasured for­ 
ever, a memory which he tried to put 
into words thus: 
“I can't tell you what the respite has 
meant to me. 
There huve been times 
when my whole puat life seemed a myth 
and the future an endless prospect of 
carrying cai. Now I can distantly hope I 
that the old days will return. 
“When I was in London half my mind 
was at the front, now that I'm back in 
the trenches half my mind is In London. 
I relive our gay times together; I go to 
cozy little dinners; I ait with you bi 
the stalls listening to the music; then j 
I tumble off to sleep aud dream ami 
wake up to find the dream a delusion 
Ifs a fine and manly contrast, how ! 
ever, between the game on© plays out 
her© aud the fretful trivialities of cl-1 
vlllan life.”

Adequate System s of Road and Bridge 
Construction Nssdsd, Says Engineer. 
“Daily us© of public highways in 
Kansas has developed more rapidly 
than liny other single activity within 
th© stntV asserted W. S. Gearhart, 
state highway engineer. 
“Ten years ago there were practical- 
ly no automobiles, while today there 
are more than 114,OOO In Kansas, or 
one for each three fa int lies and more 
than one for each mile of rood, This 
means that the highways of Kansas 
are carrying approximately 4,000,000 
more horsepower than ten years ago.
